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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 159 and 162-168 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 159 it is unclear what the relationship is between the object and the lens 
and base member. There is no structure connecting the holder to any other 
structural elements making it unclear how it performs the function claimed. 
Further, the use of the term "object" is rather vague making it unclear what is 
being claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 159, 163, 165, 166, and 167 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Scanlon in view of Van Benthusysen et al. 

Scanlon discloses in the figures a button assembly for actuating a switch 
including a lens 154 made of a transparent material and including a bottom surface; a 
base 20 including a top surface and a bottom surface; a recessed portion 152 receiving 
the bottom surface of the lens; and first means for releasably coupling the lens and 
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base together. The base member is movable to a depressed position to thereby 
activate the switch. At least one light source is used for backlighting. 

Scanlon does not disclose the holder for holding an object. 

Van Benthusysen et al teaches an apparatus including a base 110 and a holder 
130 configured and dimensioned for removably receiving the label of the button. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to apply the 
teachings of Van Benthusysen et al to Scanlon to form a holder on the button over the 
lens for releasably receiving the label because this is for the purpose of providing a 
more diversified switch in which it can be utilized in a variety of devices simply by 
changing the label. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 85-93 and 147-158 are allowed. 

2. Claims 162, 164, and 168 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 85-93, 147-159, and 162-168 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
